Police Tough 
On Traffic 
Violators 


Chief Harry Simmons today 
stated that the East Jordan Po- 
lice Department is stepping up its 
traffic law enforcement activit- 
ies in response to a state-wide 
request from the Chairman of 
tne Michigan State Safety Com- 
mission, Owen J. Cleary, Secre- 
tary of State. 


According to Chief Simmons 
as long as traffic accidenty cen- 
tinue to increase, motorists must 
expect law enforcement to in- 
crease. Accidents won't come 
down until traffic violations 
eome down. And violations can’t 
be decreased until more violators 
are apprehended. 


He explained that the enforce- 
ment activity of his agency will 
be tightened up in two ways— 
by gathering more evidence to 
support more serious charges. in 
violations that threatened to en- 
danger another—and by stop- 
ping more motorists for less ser- 
ious offenses to discourage them 
from committing more serious 
ones in the future, 


Simmons said, “Local motor- 
ists who violate the traffic law 
raust, expect, to lose their licenses. 
They have violated the basis on 
which the privilege of driving 
was extended to them—a pro- 
mise to obey the law and drive 
safely. —

agree that one extreme violation 
which caused an accident or 
threatened to endanger someone,
